DESERTERS TO 
GET PARDONS 


Clemeticy Will bé Granted to Men 
Who Have Left Canadian 
Forces 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Nov. 27—All deserters 
froin the Canadian expeditionary 
forces will be padroned provided they 
veport again for duty by December 
15. His Exeellency the Duke of 
Devonshire has signed an order in 


council extending this clemency to all 
soldiers who are now deserters or who 
tire reported as being absent with- 
out leave, There are hundreds of such 
inen, many of them in the United 
States, whither they went on taking 
Wrench leave of their units in Canada. 
It is expected that scores of them will 
return as soon as they learn that an 
amnesty has been extended to them, 

The order in council provides that 
the men must surender themsélyes not 
later than December 15 to the unit to 
which they belonged, at the place 
where that unit is still in Canada or 
else to the district officer commanding 
ynY military district in Canada, The 
erder in council also provides that all 
soldiers now under sentence of im- 
prisonment or détention for desertion 
av absence without leave shall be hand- 
ed over to the officer commanding the 
unit to which they belong or to the 
district officer commanding in order 
that they'may again be attached for 
active service.

gifts continued to be received from 
fuling princes of all classes.

102 lakhs of rupees ($3,300,000) have 
been subscribed to the central India 
imperial relief fund since its incep- 
tion, of which sum 49 lakhs ($1,266,- 
500) have been expended among the 
families’ of men at the front, disabled 
soldiers and heirs of deceased sol- 
diers all over the country. The Cal- 
cutta and Bengall chambers of com- 
merce are providing a motor car bat- 
tery for the front, in addition to the 
inotor ambulance uhit already pro- 
vided, The manufacture of muni- 
tions, the wagons, etc. continues 
steadily throughout the country, 
The condition on the northwest 
frontier is completely tranquil.

TO NEEDY POINTS ON PRAIRIE; SOUTHERN ALTA. 


the | Edmonton Has Coal Enough to Supply World, But Local Mines Have 


Been Working For Weeks on Short Time Because Cars Are Not 
Available For Shipment — Present Condition is One Demanding 


Investigation by 


ailway Commission. 


Coal shortage on the prairies. in 
December is a situation to strike ter- 
ror into the stoutest heart. The peo- 
ple of. Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and 
the eastern portion of Alberta’ are 
facing exactly that situation, Not be- 
cause of coal shortage, but because 
of car shortage, 

To speak of local conditions only 
Edmonton has coal to supply the 
world. Mines are being operated of 
all sorts, sizes and conditions, Coal 
can be and is being shipped by rall 
from Edmonton mines to Winniper 
and all intermediate points. Under 
stich conditions the coal industry at 
Edmonton should be booming, But 
it isn’t. Mines are and have been 
running on short time for weéks, nut 
because of lack of demand or short- 
age of labor, but because of shortage 
of cars. While operators of rail- 
shipping mines are reticent for publi 
eation, it is a fact beyond question, 
that from a single group of mines an 
additional thousand tons a day could 
be ‘shipped if cars were avyatlable. 
The orders are booked, the miners 
are available, but the cars cannot be 
procured, Whether there is an actual 
shortage of cars or not, the facet Is 
that the conl cannot be shipped al- 
though it is wanted at all prairie 
pomnts. <And in the event of a cold 
snap occurring a stupendous tragedy 
id imminent. 

A Strange Condition, 

With the three great railway sys 
tems radiating from Edmonton, tt 
feems impossible that there could be 
® car shortage = here, Competition 
might very well be expected to take 
care of that, But this is a case where 
regulation is needed, enforced by the 
railway commission, There are mines 
on all three railway systems, but the 
largest number are on the C.N.R. and 
G.TLP., while the C.PLR. serves the 
larger number of prairie points. Usu 
ally the mine situated on one system 
that had customers on another sys 
tem could get empties at Edmonton 
from the system on which the cus- 
tomers resided. ‘This practice has 
been shut off during recent weeks. 
The C.P.R. refuses.to supply empties 
to mines on C.N.R. or G.T.I', Mnes, 
while the C.N.n. and GT. have not 
enough cars to load for C.P.R. points, 
and would not be justified in letting 
them be put to that use unless they 
had them to spare, The result is a 
partial tle up of the Edmonton coal 


industry and a shortage of coal 
throughout the prairies, Of course 
the situation is accentuated by the

owing to the low rates given Venn- 
sylvania coal by the etesr e and 


railways as return freight. Now that 
circumstances have changed so that 
the railway rates do not prevent our 
reaching our proper customers the 
railways refuse to supply cars, and 
ata time when mines should be run- 
ning three shifts a day, some of them 
are idle for part of one shift. 

Possibly the railway companies will 
say that they are too busy hauling 
wheat to hanl coal, But that is not 
an answer. rhe coal is needed now, 
It is a matter of life or death to 
the people who need it. If the choice 
is between hauling wheat or coal the 
Wheat can wait until the need of coal 
has been supplied. The wheat will 
be needed next summer as well as 
now, The coal is needed now, not 
next summer, This is a matter in 
which the whole west is Intereste.t, 
It is an oceasion above all others of 
which the railway commission should 
take immediate knowledge and force 
such action by the railway companies 
as will relieve the situation, 

Case of Twin City Mine, 

Manager Anderson, of the Twin 
City Coal Company, informs the Bul- 
letin that their big mine on the South 
side is being closed down at present 
owing to the tie-up in shipping 
facilities, it being Impossible to obtata 
any cars from the local reaiway yards, 
Vhe firm now has something like 150 
curloads of coal on order from outsides 
points as far south as Ponoka and 
eastward to Regina and Saskatoon ‘a 
Saskatchewan, What these places 
will do In the event of a soli spell ef 
weather setting in is one of the ser- 
jous phases of the situation, Mr, An- 
derson says that while the city house- 
holders took the precaution to stock 
up fairty well with coal at the first of 
the season these outside districts lave 
been running close to the line and but 
few points are prepared for shut 
down in shipments such as is now 
brought about fy the iae< of freight 
care. 

Mine operators in the Cardiff com 
trict also report a car shortage for the 
past month, In fact the offictal of one 
company states that his mine has nev- 
er been in operation a full day since 
the season opened, 


HOLDS THAT JUSTICE HAGGART 
WENT BEYOND JURISDICTION 


Court of Appeal in Manitoba Reverses Decision of Supreme Court 
Judge, Who Made Order Quashing Edward Beck's Committal to 
Jail For Alleged Contempt of Court After Ordering His Release 


on Habeas Corpus.

* WINNIPRG, Noy. 27.——The court of 
appeal gave judgement this morning 


that Mr. Justice Haggart went beyond 
his jurisdiction when he made an 
order quashing Edward Beck's com- 
mittal to jail for alleged contempt of 
court after having previously ordered 
his release on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, 

Mr. Beck, manager editor of the 
Winnipeg Telegram, and three other 
Winnipeg newspaper men were com- 
mitted to jaull by Mr. Justice 
sitiing as a royal commissioner, for 
alleged contempt of that tribunal, Mr, 
Justice Haggart, of the court of ap- 
peal, ordered their release the same 
ai and at a later date, after a hear- 
ing at which the crown was unrepre- 
sented, made an order quashing their 
committal on the ground that Com- 
missioner Galt had no power to sen- 
tence for contempt, The crown ap 
pealed to court of appeal in case of Mr. 
Beck, holding that Justice Haggart's

CALGARY, Alta, Nov. 27—The ah- 
ticipated strike of the coal miners in 
District 19, United Mtne Workers’ Un- 
jon, for a 25 per cent. increase tn 
Wages us a war bonus, went into effect 
today, and approximately 4,000 men 
are idley With the exception of one 
small mine at Lethbridge, where a few 
men are getting out enough coal to 
keep the public schools and the hospli- 
tals going, not a pick was swung to- 
day. The tie-up was complete, 

Even in Drumheller, where the Rea 
Deer Valley Coat Operators’ associa- 
tien, an affiliated body, had conceded 
the demands of the men to the extent 
of agreeing to the investigation, the 
miners quit work just the same, de- 
manding the straight 25 per cent, in- 
crease and refusing to consider the in- 
vestigation proposition. The operators 
have wired Ottawa, asking for a board 
of conciliation under the Lemieux Act. 

Crow's Nest Mings All Idle. 

All the mines in the Crow's Nest 
Pass are idle. This includes Fernie, 
Michel, McGillivray, Lille, Coleman 
and Frank. At leust 2,500 men are af- 
fected, At Corbin where coal is load- 
ed. by steam shovels, it is understood 
seme work is being done, 

In the Lethbridge distriet over '1,+ 
000 men are idle with the #mall ex- 
ception noted, The management of 
the mines is taking «a firm stand 
against making any concessions. At 
Kipp some 75 men are out and 300 
have walked out at Taber, both these 
places being in the Lethbridge dis- 
trict.

ISSUE WARNING 
TO AMERICANS 


Members of the Federal Reserve 
Board Send Out Note To 
Financiers 


(iy Morring Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 27.—American 
bankers were warned by the members 
of Federal Réserve Bourd today to 
avoid locking up their funds by pur- 
chasing treasury bills of foreign go- 
vernments involving long term oblie 
gations. While specifically disclaiming 
“any intention of reflecting upon the 
financial stability of any nation,” the 
board advises all investors to proceé 
with caution, and formally announce 
to member banks of the federal re- 


serve system that, with the liquid 
funds which should be available to 
American merchants, manufacturers 


and farmers, in danger of being ab- 
sdrbed for other purposes, it “does not 
regard it in the interests of the country 
at this time that they invest in 
foreign treasury bills ef this charad« 
ter.” 

The statement is regarded in ofs 
ficial circles as one of the most ime 
portant declarations by the board since 
iis creation, Officials would not dife 
cuss the question for publication, but 
some of them interpreted the warning 
as the reserve board's answer to thé 
recent proposal of J. 1 Morgan & 
Company, British fiscal agents tn this 
country, to have American bankers 
accept British treasury bill of an ine 
definite total issue, secured by gold 
reserves held in Ottawa, Such loans 
would be for ninety days, with the 
period of renewal for five other ninety 
day periods,
